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This bill makes a “government identification card” one of the accepted primary documents for obtaining 

a driver’s license or Minnesota identification card.  The card consists of a valid passport, along with a 

certified birth certificate, issued by a country that is not the United States (and that is not a U.S. 

territory).  It is must bear a “status check” stamp with no accompanying date.
